The original Drought Re-habilitation 
measure contemplated the expendi- 
ture of $750,000 the first year and a 
million a year for four subsequent 
years.

The 
Minister recalled that the drought had 
cost the Dominion Government a‘ 
least 50 millions; and it would be 
money well spent now, if ten millions

There is danger of intense intesta- 
tion of grasshoppers in Western Can- 
ada this coming spring and summe1 
and government control measures will 
be required over an area of 12,000 
square miles, or 7,680,000 acres of 
prairie land, Hon. J. G. Gardiner, min- 
ister of agriculture, says the grasshop- 
per threat will extend over large ar- 
eas, persisting further northward than 
in past years.

Director “Crop Testing Pian” 

A new variety of wheat is out; Gar- 
net, ten days earlier than Marquis! 

This was the news that passed from 
farmer to farmer in 1926 in the north- 
ern country of Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan, Where Marquis Was being 
caught by early frosts. 

Thousands of bushels of Garnet 
| Were issued that first year. Last year 
| three million acres were seeded to the 
new variety, 

Selected and distributed by Dr. L. 
H. Newman, and his associates at the 
Dominion Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
the results of a cross between Preston 
and Riga, made by Charles Saunders 
in 1905, ten days earlier and some-
